S.R.O. 213.—Whereas the draft of the Clement Town Can¬ 
tonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1984 was published 
with the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 197 dated the 13th Sep¬ 
tember, 1984 in the Gazette of India. Part II Section 4, 
dated the 6th October, 1984 as required bv section 31 of the 
Cantonment Act. 1924 (2 of 1924) for inviting objections 
and suggestions from afl the peisons likely to be affected 
thereby till the 5th December, 1985. 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to 
the public on the 8th Octobej, 1984; 

And. whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from any person before the date so specified; 

Now, therefore, in exercise, of the powers conferred by 
clauses (a) and (b) of section 31 of ihe said Act, and in 
supersession of the Clement Town Cantonment (Division 
into Wards) Rules, 1976 published with the notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No. 
S.R.O. 9(E) dated the 27th January, 1976, save as respects 
things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following tu’es, 
namely :— 

RULES 

1. Short title and commencement; (1) These rules may be 
called the Clement Town Cantonment (Divisions into Wardsl 
Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of thsir publica¬ 
tion in the official gazette. 

2. Division of Cantonment into ward :—For the purpose 
of holding elections to the Clement Town Cantonment, the 
Cantonment of Clement Town shall be divided into five wards 
as fellows, namely :—

Ward No. I The boundary of this ward starts from the 
Cantonment Boundajy Pillar No. 44 and 
runs towaids west south direction along 
the Contonme.nt boundaty upto Canton¬ 
ment boundaty Pillar No, 45 further it 
turns to north west direction and runs 
along Cantonment Boundary upto Canton¬ 
ment Boundaiy Pillars No. 66 through Can¬ 
tonment Boundary Pillars Nos. 46 to 65. 
From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 66 
it runs in the south westerly direction

that is, the starting point. 

Ward No. 11 The boundaries of this ward begins from 
the *T' junction of the Morowala Village 
Road, thereafter the boundary runs in a 
north tasterly direction along Morowala 
Village Road till it meets Bindal River, 
thence it runs down stream in easterly di¬ 
rection along western bank of Bindal river 
till it meets the point where Officer Sikh 
Light infantry Road (O.S.L.I.) ends and 
meets Bindal river, thence it runs in south 
westerly direction along the Officer Sikh 
Light Infantry Road till it meetr ‘T’ junc¬ 
tion with Chota Bharuwala Village Road, 
thence it runs towards south westerly 
direction along southern edge of Chota 
Bharuwala Village Road upto ‘T’ junction 
with Dakota Road, thence it runs south 
westeily direction along Dakota Road 
upto *T' junction of Turnet Road, thence 
it runs towards north westerly direction 
along Turner Road till it meet ‘R’ junction 
of Morawala Village Road, that is the 
starting point.
